der into Portuguese territory. Lou- 
renco Marques, port and capital of 
the colony, was reached late in the 
afternoon, and the stowaway 
slipped out and went to the Brit- 
ish Consulate. The Consul §ar- 
ranged for his immediate passage 
‘to Durban, Natal, and Churchill, 
‘arriving there, was greeted as a 
hero. Near the place where he had 
been taken prisoner, “I celebrated 


my good fortune and Christmas 
eve.” 

Soon afterward he attached him- 
self to Lord Roberts’ army, and 
with “Bobs” and his men, went 
back into Pretoria early in June, 
(1900. He became an advocate of a 
policy of magnanimity toward the 
Boers, and returned to England to 
stand for a seat in the House of 
Commons, After his election, he re- 
lates: “I married and lived hap-: 
pily ever afterwards.” 

In accounts of his escape, pub- 
lished at the time and several years 
thereafter, Churchill did not tell of 
the part taken by Howard in his 
rescue. He could not tell these 
things, he feared, “without com- 
promising the liberty and perhaps 
the lives of those who helped me.” 
When he wrote his book, he was 
‘able to say that these reasons had 
disappeared, and to tell the full 
story.

Importance of Low Mass-Housing Rents. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 
N February, 1940, Chairman Connett 
of the local Housing Authority, in 
speaking of the proposed projects, said 
that the monthly rent and _ other 
charges, including gas, electricity and 
heat, “would range from $17 to $20 in 
each project—Negro and white.” The 
public is unaware of any revision. 
Those of us interested in slum clear- 
ance since 1930—long before Federal sub- 
sidy and city administratién interest— | 
fought long and hard for the State en- 
abling act. With the vigorous backing 


Every step of the way was uphill and 
discouraging, and even now a large per- 
centage of our citizenship is lukewarm 
or antagonistic. For this reason, it is im- 
perative that our first two projects meet 
almost unqualified public approval. 

If, when the buildings are ready for 
occupancy, they can be fairly criticised 
on the grounds of failing to meet needs 
of high costs and of discrimination in 
favor of a group which does not need a 
subsidy, then it is apparent that public 
opinion will. defeat other, and perhaps 


At the moment, there are several dan- 
ger signals. True slum clearance occurs 
only when the people living in a blighted 
neighborhood can be more adequately 
rehoused in that neighborhood at rents 
which they can pay. 

Our splendid Housing Authority must 
know that $17 or $20 is far beyond the 
ability of the people in the two neighbor- 
hoods under consideration. Even if in 
addition to gas, electricity and heat, we 
throw in air-cooling, swimming pools and | 
a dozen desirable gadgets, the people liv- 
ing in these neighborhoods still cannot 
afford $17 or $20. | 

Many of them now pay $10 or $12 per 
month, including cheap coal] for heat and | 
kerosene for light, for the simple reason | 
that they can’t afford another dime. It | 
isn’t a question of choice, but of hard | 
cash. 

A man and wife with three or four 
children and a total income of $50, $60 | 
or $70 per month can’t afford $17 or | 
$20, even if you offer them the moon. | 

Slum clearance will fail in St. Louis | 
as it has failed elsewhere unless the | 
taxpayer is willing to foot the bill. He 
must be willing to subsidize a certain 
group at-the bottom of the economic 
scale. 

Furthermore, I am convinced that the 
taxpayer is willing to subsidize this | 
group—but stubbornly antagonistic to | 
subsidization of the group “higher up,” 
that is, the group which can pay $20. 

In Omaha, $6,000,000 has been spent 

¢ on slum clearance and it is claimed 
that “most of the houses destroyed 
might have been rehabilitated and re- 
mained on the tax books and proved real 
low cost houses for the low income group 
and kept the people in the same locality 
instead of forcing them out and creating 
other blighted districts.” | 

Then follows a statement which I hope 
will never be made of St. Louis: “Not 
a single resident of the district demol- 

ished for the project was able to pass 
the test as to regularity of employment, 
income, etc., and to be admitted.” | 

It will be a heartening experience for 
St. Louisans if on the day when the 
projects are open for inspection, the 
public, and particularly the taxpayer, | 
can indorse the work with enthusiasm. 
This will mean the happy beginning of 
such projects instead of their dismal 
and disappointing end.

Child Should 
Know Finding 
ls Not Keeping 


- By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN are to be taught that 
C sinders are not keepers. More 

children go wrong because they 
defend their wrong behavior be- 
hind the old proverb than we would 
like to acknowledge. The road to 
pilfering and stealing lies in wait 
for the heedless, grasping, covetous 
ones. 

Teach children, by precept and 
example, not to covet what they 
see others have. Teach them that 
if they do, in their best style, what 
they know needs doing, they will 
never lack for what they need. 
Their own will come to them not 
by taking, but by the working of 
the law that says, “All other 
things shall be added unto you.” 

“Finding” is a device some chil- 
dren use to cover pilfering, so 
every find must be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. All findings must be 
returned to owners, when the own- 
ers can be found. When that is 
not possible the found article is to 
be handed to the nearest person 
who has authority to receive it, In 
school that is the teacher in 
charge of the lost and found ar- 
ticles; in the shop, the nearest 
clerk or floor manager; on the 
street, the nearest policeman or 
police station. Under no conditions 
is a lost article to be retained by 
the finder until he has made every 
effort possible, publicly, to find the 
owner. Holding to that rule will 
settle any tendency to unlawful 
findings. 

When children begin to borrow, 
find or take things they want, we 
must search for any cause within 
the child himself, within his home 
and his environment. It usually 
means that the child finds himself 
at a disadvantage among his com- 
panions. He takes this “adding 
unto himself‘ as a means to make 
himself big enough to fill his place 
adequately. 

In this group we find children 
who have a bare existence at home, 
sick children, spoiled and selfish 
ones, failing pupils, and _ those 
who want the things they take 
because they want the power those 
things signify. 

The poverty-stricken child is 
least among the offenders, the sick 
ones come next, the failing ones 
are about as numerous as the sick 
ones, and the older ones who steal 
for the sake of the things they 
take are the most difficult to cure. 

I believe few of these children 
need to be given up as bad bar- 
gains. If the home standards are 
set against such practices they are 
not likely to prevail. If the first 
signs of trouble, the finding of too 
many things that the child likes, is 
checked promptly, and the child 
steadily guided and checked in all 
his dealings with others for a while 
the idea fades. 

I do not put any faith in the 
notion that poor homes cause 
crime. My long experience with 
those who come from such homes 
is quite to the contrary. Their 
children are honest and honorable 
oftener than not. The dull-minded 
and feeble-minded, who cannot hold 
their own in the working world, 
fall into the poorest groups and 
supply the major part of our crim- 
inals. They would offend against 
the social order if they lived in 
palaces. The poor are as honest 
as the well-to-do and. so are their 
children, 

Children in every walk of life 
are inclined to be covetous. Guard 
against this; check all borrowings, 
all findings, all evidences of grasp- 
ing and greed, and keep the slate 
clean.

Get Freckles

ILL vinegar or olive oil on 
W tie skin hasten a quick tan 
A 


and prevent peeling? 


Nothing will hasten tanning. Tan- 
ning is the mobilization of the pig- 
ment producing cells of the body 
reacting evenly to the stimulus of 
light. The brunettes have more pig- 
ment than the blondes and there- 
fore tan quicker and more pain- 
lessly. Blondes have less pigment 
and tan wunevenly—freckles,. and 
some blondes have no pigment at 
all to speak of, and burn and peel 
and redden and suffer over and 
over again. There is no way to 
change these fundamental differ- 
ences in skins: the pigmentless 
blondes should be protected from 
sunlight if they are to avoid re- 
action—and sometimes severe ill- 
nesses result from sunburn. 

Vinegar evaporates in the sun- 
light and has no effect on tanning 
or peeling. Any non-volatile oil 
interferes to some extent with the 
absorption of light and therefore 
protects against sunburn and sub- 
sequent peeling. An oil with some 
dark pigment may filter light suf- 
ficiently to make tanning a slower 
and more even process, avoiding 


the unpleasant preliminary stage 
of burning. 
Sensitivity to suglight exists. 


It takes two forms. In one, hive re- 
action—itching and swelling occur 
at the point of contact. This comes 
on immediately and lasts a short 
time. In the other, there is itch- 
ing, redness, secretion and scaling: 
it is a delayed reaction, becomes 
more pronounced the second day 
and lasts a week. Both types can 
be prevented with ultra-violet rays 
in doses just short of the amount 
that produces a reaction. 


IS MYOPIA due to a vitamin 


deficient diet? 
This suggestion would seem to 
cause us to revise many of our 


present ideas about visual defects, 
but the evidence is reviewed with 
conviction by an experienced ocu- 


list of Kansas City, Dr. Hugh 
Miller. It is certainly not impos- 
sible because we know vitamin 


deficiency causes organic changes 
in the eye, particularly in the con- 
nective tissue which is the part in- 
volved in short-sightedness and 
astigmatism. 

In questioning a large number 
of patients who had myopic visual 
defects, about their lifelong diet- 
ary habits, Dr. Miller found that 
fat was avoided by them, begin- 
ning in childhood and continuing 
into adult life. Vitamins A and D 
are fat soluble and Vitamin A is 
known to have effects on the eye, 
especially in forming the hard 
sclerotic parts of the eye. The 
Japanese are not meat eaters, 
which means fat eaters. Rice and 
soybeans are their staples, and it 
is estimated that one and a half 
pounds of meat to the individual 
annually is the average consump- 
tion of meat in Japan.
